the Nation.

REPORTS OF PRESIDING ELDERS. 



HURON DISTRICT. 

Thomas Simmons, Presiding Elder. 

These have been six years of enlarged opportunity and freighted re- 
sponsibility. May I hope they have been my very best years! When 
I assumed the district, the drouth was at its worst. 

When ministers of other denominations fled for better pasture, our 
pastors stuck to their short grazing, and rustled the harder. While 
a sister denomination had nineteen empty pulpits huddled under the 
care of one pastor-at-large, we had eighteen charges, with sixty preach- 
ing-places, and a pastor in every pulpit. 

Methodist preachers are not hirelings; for they do not flee when 
the wolf of hard times cometh. 

These burning suns and blighting winds have been fiery ordeals. 
But we have gone through them. Nor have we, in all these years, lost 
a church or a foot of ground to our beloved Methodism. Nor can we 
forget the whetted knife, several times, at Conference, to carve us for 
hungry lords. 

What think you: May we not be the “survival of the fittest?” Nor 
is this all. We are expected to give away our good and sprightly 
young men; for, as soon as marked ability is seen, advanced salaries are 
offered not only for similar towns, but augmented by the missionary 
money so that inducement of good crops, good salaries, good mission- 
ary money, captivates and carries away some of our good young men. 
Now, in my opinion, missionary money is given and intended for 
needy charges, where misfortune strikes and hard times pinch, where 
both wheat and corn are so parched up that neither will yield one 
bushel to the acre. 

It was at our Epworth League Assembly that Dr. Bronson remarked, 
“It is so dry around Huron that even the grasshoppers are brown.” 

A brother Presiding Elder of our richest district said quickly to 
me, “You remember that when we get to Conference.” I promptly 
retorted. “And you remember it when the missionary money is di- 
vided.” 

I think the cry of poverty is just as plaintive while distributing 
money, as when reaching up for good men. 

Now, in all kindness, we think more missionary money should 
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be given to the charges where much of the wheat and corn had not 
even paid the harvesting, and that it should be taken from the territory 
like Southeastern Dakota, where corn yields, this year, from forty to 
fifty bushels per acre. Iowa reported good crops always. Bless God for it! 
No envy in this heart. But if brotherly love will set the tune of mercy 
to the hymn of missionary money, then brethren who have not been 
able to harvest their bread and seed will sing as sweetly as those whose 
corncribs are swelling and crying, like Dakota University, “We must 
have more room.” 

Mortuary. — Sickness for some weeks disabled Brothers Barker 
and Stokes. Death entered but one parsonage, and the very estimable 
wife of Brother Houlgate was not. The health of the ministry has 
been simply marvelous. Not a minister has fallen; but one minister’s 
wife, and only two ministers’ children, in the full six years. 

Sunday-schools. — Fifty-two in number, are doing well. Several 
new ones have been organized, and several have left the wild grasses 
of Unionism, and are now thriving on Methodist clover. 

The Epworth Leagues, thirty-two in number, including an En- 
deavor Chapter, are mostly exerting favorable influence upon the 
Churches, and give most valuable aid, spiritually, socially, and financially. 

Our two Subdistrict Conventions were excellent. We thought 
best not to hold a District Convention, but to bend every energy of the 
district toward the Assembly. The results were simply marvelous. 

Peerless Pierre responded with threescore and ten, and one to 
carry, coming overland one hundred and fifty miles, making the round- 
trip of three hundred miles. 

Gettysburg, fourteen strong, took in the treat, and swung the circle 
of two hundred and fifty miles. In short, Huron District and Dakota 
University well-nigh made the crowd; and such a gathering as was 
that first Epworth League Assembly! It would have done honor to 
older Conferences, with its average attendance of sixteen hundred, 
reaching, on Sabbath, to three thousand. 

Much of this high success is due to Brother Calfee, who assumed 
pretty much the whole matter. Such an array of noted talent, including 
three of our Bishops, would not have been procured by any other man 
in the Conference. It was the greatest educational, moral, and religious 
gathering in the history of our new State. 

Revivals. — By working alone, or the exchange of ministers, the 
pastors generally held their revivals. The most noteworthy were Red- 
field, Wessington, Miller, Huron, Gettysburg, Pierre, and Wolsey. 
All other charges had revivals, with more or less conversions, save 
one, whose pastor was afflicted with rheumatism. At Miller, Huron, 
and Pierre, sanctification was taught; and many entered the promised 
rest. 
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There were about five hundred conversions on the district. 

Church Building. — Onida has completed and paid for the church 
she has been years in building. Shiloh and Okobojo each purchased a 
building for a church, and Lebanon built a new church; but as the Church 
Extension aid was exhausted, these could not be completed. 

Pierre, Wessington, Orient, and Desmet have paid Church Exten- 
sion debt; and Iroquois canceled two hundred dollars parsonage debt. 
Pierre and Hitchcock have made church improvements. Miller, Bur- 
dette, Onida, and Okobojo have purchased parsonages. 

Benevolences have been carefully looked after. Where distributed 
through the year, they have fared the best. The crop-failure on half 
our charges has caused a great shrinkage. I fear, besides, two pastors 
went to the coast, and greatly neglected their benevolences. The efforts 
have been greater than last year, and yet results will fall below. 

Personal. — The six years have been years of difficulty and hard 
work, but of spiritual profit to myself. My constant aim has been 
to help and strengthen every pastor in his work and with his people, 
and to encourage and to inspire every Church to larger accomplish- 
ments. Believing that a Church without conversions is in decay, our 
standard has been. Conversion 'for the sinner, holiness for the believer, 
and a sanctified service to the Master. 

An average of five hundred conversions a year has kept up our 
ranks, depleted by such extensive removals. It has kept open all the 
channels of benevolence, so that we have stood near the side of the 
best in giving. Salaries have increased. Church debts canceled, 
churches and parsonage built. The Churches have been considerate 
and generous, the ministers kind and forbearing, and God ever present 
to help. 

It has been the glory of my life to be associated with such a band 
of noble, consecrated men and women, as constitute the ministerial 
force of Huron District. 

The most precious memories of a quarter of a century cluster 
around the people and the associations of Huron District. 

“Finally, brethren, farewell! Be perfect; be of good comfort; be of 
one mind; live in peace, and the God of Peace shall be with you.” 



MITCHELL DISTRICT. 

C. E. Hager, Presiding Elder. 

Mitchell District had, for the year just closing, these definite ob- 
jects in view: Introduction of the tithing system; clearing mortgages 
from church and parsonage property; improvement of property and 
erecting new buildings where there was need; raising benevolent claims 
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in full; securing improved methods in our official boards; bringing our 
Churches up to the level of common honesty in settling pastors’ claims, 

I and genuine conversions on all our charges. 

On all these lines we have been fairly successful. The tithing 
system, generally adopted, will solve the vexed financial problems 
throughout Methodism. 

I The mortgages on our property at White Lake and Mitchell have 

f been canceled, and other charges can report their debts materially re- 

duced. 

Under the third head, we have come into possession of two new 
churches and two parsonages. One of these churches will be found at 
Fulton, worth about five hundred dollars, and the other at Bard, worth 
eighteen hundred dollars. The parsonages are located at Tripp and 
Armour, the first costing five hundred dollars, and the second valued at 
eight hundred and fifty dollars. 

Reports from pastors will show that we have not fallen far short 
of meeting our apportionments on benevolences. Our total collections 
will show an increase, over last year, of at least six hundred dollars. 

We have been pained and embarrassed over neglect of business 
■ pertaining to different departments of our Church work, and especially 

I on financial lines. The pastors are now introducing approved methods, 

j and insisting that the officers of the Church shall not be neglectful of 

s its interests. Official boards are being organized, and faithful attendance 

I on all meetings is insisted upon. Methodism does not lack for capa- 

I ble men and women. The trouble is, their splendid talents seem not 

I to be at the disposal of the Master. No business firm in the world 

( could succeed with such slackness and inattention as is shown by many 

of the Boards in our local Churches. Let office mean devotion of time 
i and the employment of all our best talents, then see what God will do 

through our Church. 

The pastors of Mitchell District will report many conversions and 
accessions to the Church. On several charges there have been ex- 
tensive revivals. As a result, our Churches have taken on new life; and 
I an appreciable increase in membership will appear. 

As to deficiencies in pastors’ salaries. This should be the rarest 
thing in Methodism. We believe that a Church which fails to pay its 
ministers for less reason than one can legally or equitably use for not 
paying the merchant or banker, is dishonest, and can not hope for the 
; blessing of God. We say this kindly, but emphatically. Could we have 

I our way, no Church would be sent a new pastor till the old was fully 

paid or abundantly secured, except, of course, in cases of unquestioned 
inability to meet its obligations. 

Mitchell District has within its borders the one institution of which 
we are all justly proud, — Dakota University. Its success last year was 
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phenomenal; and this year promises to be greater every way. We have a 
better President this year than ever. Our Faculty is stronger, students 
more numerous and more advanced, and friends of the school are multiply- 
ing at a gratifying rate. The thoroughness of the work done here is recog- 
nized in every part of the State; and the Christian influences are so 
marked that there is a state of almost constant revival. We must build, 
as our rooms are already filled to their utmost capacity. 

We are not all here. One who was our leader, a trusted friend and 
brother, also has moved to his heavenly residence, leaving testimony 
that inspires those of us who remain. Brother A. R. Boggs will be 
held in everlasting remembrance because he was pre-eminently a right- 
eous man. We shall say more that is in our hearts, when the memorial 
service is held. His devoted wife, who cared for him through months 
of weakness and suffering, and felt so weary and lonely when she could 
see his face no more, has gone to be with him. She was buried the 
very day that our beloved Brother Sproul was laid to rest. 

We must not fail to mention the translation of Rev. A. J. Jolley’s 
mother — a beautiful, saintly woman — and Brother and Sister Jolley’s 
youngest child. The severe illness of Brother Jolley, which took him 
to the middle of the bridge which crosses the stream of death, caused 
him to surrender his charge and seek change and rest. With this ex- 
ception, all the brethren remained at their posts. Of each I can say 
with all heartiness, “Well done.” 

Our long-time superintendent of the National Anti-saloon League 
in this State, A. E. Carhart, reports the work of his organization more 
hopeful than ever. We lift our hats to this tireless worker. 

Our Epworth League work is more hopeful than for many months, 
having received a new impetus from the Students’ Missionary Campaign, 
conducted by four consecrated young men; also, from the State Ep- 
worth League Assembly. 

The Junior League is taking new prominence in our district. 

Our Sunday-schools, we are pleased to say, have made substantial 
gains. We have urged that every school be organized into a missionary 
society, and that the total abstinence pledge be circulated at least once 
a quarter in the classes. 

Brethren, all the territory in sight, and all beyond the reach of 
our vision, belongs to our loving Lord; and in his name we are moving 
forward to take it. We were never more hopeful than now. With 
Bishop Thoburn, we believe that a revival, surpassing any the world 
has ever seen, will begin with the closing months of this old century, 
and sweep on into the new. 

“O import, deep as life is, deep as time! 

There is a something, sacred and sublime. 

Moving behind the worlds beyond our ken. 

Weighing the stars, weighing the deeds of men. 
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Take heart, O soul of sorrow, and be strong! 

There is One, greater than the whole world’s wrong. 

Be hushed before the high, benignant Power 

That moves, wool-shod, through sepulcher and tower. 

No truth so low but he will give it crown; 

No wrong so high but he will hurl it down. 

O men that forge the fetters, it is vain. 

There is a still hand stronger than your chain!” 

This is our faith, and we would carry it with us into the twentieth 
century.

Souls have been saved; property has been improved; old 
debts have been paid; new and better business methods have been intro- 
duced here and there; and the preachers, with the presiding elder, have 
been growing in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ, to whom be glory in the Church throughout all ages, world 
without end! Amen! 

WATERTOWN DISTRICT. 

DuanK Rifenbark, Presiding Elder. 

To the Members of the Dakota Conference: — To the man who enters, 
for the first time, upon the work of the Presiding Elder, there will 
naturally arise many misgivings as to the outcome of his work. I was 
no exception to this rule. 

I found, however, that every man on the district was ready to en- 
courage and assist in every way possible, to make the path of the 
“green elder” as smooth as possible, and make a success. 

There are twenty-six charges on the district, and every charge 
under the care of a pastor. Brother H. P. McBride was the only one 
who did not stay until the close of the year. About six weeks before 
the meeting of Conference, he asked permission to go to Oklahoma, 
which was granted. 
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Revivai^s. — Revivals were held on many of the charges during the 
winter season. There were a few meetings held during the warm months. 
The results of these meetings were not all that could be desired in every 
case, yet many souls entered upon the way of life. 

I am not able to give statistics in every case, but will mention Elk- 
ton, S. M. Davis, pastor; Bigstone City, B. C. Sills, pastor; Wilmot 
and Corona, G. F. Jewel, pastor; Gary, Geo. E. Webster, pastor; and 
Whiterock, W. C. Ehlers, pastor, — as among the charges that received 
remarkable outpourings of the Spirit. Two hundred or more souls 
were saved in these meetings. 

Very hard work was done by Brother Dibble at Arlington, Brother 
S. J. Watson at White, and Brother Lane at Sisseton, and with con- 
siderable success, especially at Riverside, on the Sisseton Charge. If 
others did not see the fruits they desired to see, it was not from a lack 
of earnest effort on their part. 

Church Building and Improvements. — There has been but one 
new church built this year; and that one is at Bruce, on the Castlewood 
Charge. It will soon be ready for dedication. A number of churches 
have been improved and beautified, notably at Vienna, on the Willow- 
lakes Charge; Oxford, on the Hazel Charge; Gary, White; Millbank; 
Clearlake; Arlington; Bigstone City, and Kilborn, on the Twinbrooks 
Charge. 

Parsonages. — Parsonages have been built at Whiterock, Hazel, 
and Sisseton. Others have been improved, so that there are few charges 
without a comfortable house for the preacher. Millbank finished pay- 
ing for a house bought about two years ago. Bristol purchased one 
during the year. 

Church Debts — Early in the season. Garden City paid off her 
Church Extension debt of two hundred and fifty dollars, thus freeing 
the Church of all incumbrance. Brookings had been burdened with a 
Church Extension debt for years, and the people thought that it could 
not be paid; but Brother Youngman and the official members thought 
it best to make the attempt. In the face of the cry, “It can’t be done!” 
the pastor went forth with his subscription paper, and soon had the 
satisfaction of securing the last dollar needed. A bonfire was held in 
the church in the presence of an immense congregation a week or so 
ago. The old mortgage was the fuel for the fire. White paid four hun- 
dred and twenty dollars, which cuts down the debt so that it will not 
be difficult for the balance to be raised. I shall look for that to be ac- 
complished during the current year. Watertown is slowly paying off 
the amount of her obligations, having remitted two hundred dollars 
since January ist to the Church Extension Society. Great credit is 
due the Ladies’ Aid Society for their untiring efforts to free the Church 
from debt. One hundred and three dollars have been paid by the Mill- 
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bank Society, leaving three hundred dollars to be raised, — not a large 
sum for Millbank. If others have paid debts, I have no reports from 
them. 

Epworth ahd Junior Leagues. — The Epworth Leagues are, in 
some cases, doing good work, while in others they seem to have lost 
sight of their high privilege in Christ Jesus. It is my wish that every 
pastor shall put forth extra effort to arouse the young people of our 
Churches and congregations to earnest effort in the work of the League. 
Junior Leagues are organized on only a part of the charges. There 
seems to be much difficulty in many places to find suitable persons for 
Junior League Superintendents. May the day soon come when more 
of our people shall feel the great responsibility resting upon them, and 
be willing to say, “Yes,” to the Lord! We must save the young, if we 
would save the world. 

Salaries and Benevolences. — The salaries promised at the first 
Quarterly Conferences aggregated sixteen hundred dollars more than 
the pledges made for last year; and they have been met in almost every 
case. The benevolences have been well looked after, and on many 
charges splendid results have been reached. The Treasurer’s report will 
show a gain of five hundred dollars for the district, with gains on every be- 
nevolence.

In order to secure a more systematic and efficient supervision of 
the Conference Courses of Study, and examinations thereon, the plans 
and methods below given shall be followed, subject to revision and 
amendment by order of the Conference. 

I. — board of examiners. 

The Board of Examiners of the Dakota Conference shall consist of 
twelve members, who shall be nominated by the Cabinet, and appointed 
by the presiding Bishop. 

The Board shall be divided into four classes, of three members each, 
whose term of service shall, at the first appointment, be for one, two, 
three, and four years respectively, and thereafter for four years suc- 
cessively; each examiner being eligible for successive reappointment. 

Vacancies occurring during the year may be filled by the chairman 
of the Board, until the ensuing Annual Conference, when appointments 
shall be made as for full terms. 

All appointments of examiners are to be made, if possible, as early 
as the third day of each Annual Conference session. 

2. — OFFICERS. 

The Board shall organize by electing from its members, annually, 
at its first regular meeting, a chairman, a vice-chairman, and a secretary, 
who shall perform the usual duties of these offices. 

The work of the secretary shall also include the keeping of a per- 
manent book record of the standing and credits of all candidates sub- 
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ject to examination by the Board; and he shall report the same to the 
Conference when required. This record shall also contain the credits 
allowed candidates for work done in our literary and theological schools. 

3. — EXECUTIVE committee. 

The officers of the Board shall constitute an Executive Committee, 
which shall have authority, under direction of the Board, to select the 
place and fix the date of the mid-year meeting, arrange the literary and 
religious program in connection with the same, and attend to all gen- 
eral matters of business in the intervals between Board meetings. 

4. — REGULAR meetings. 

The Board of Examiners shall hold three regular meetings each 
year, as follows: 

(1) At the seat of the Annual Conference, before the close of the 
annual session, if possible, or as soon thereafter as practicable, for the 
election of officers and the assignment of work for the year. At this 
meeting the various examinations, and other work in connection there- 
with, should be assigned definitely to the several members of the Board; 
a schedule of the studies and subjects in the courses, with the names 
of examiners and the times of examination, should be prepared for pub- 
lication in the Conference Minutes, or otherwise, and general plans 
outlined for the mid-year meeting of the Board. 

(2) A mid-year meeting, to be held in the month of ^lay of each 
year, the session not to continue longer than four days, usually from 
Tuesday to Friday, inclusive; the first two days being devoted mainly 
to special reviews, the last two mainly to examinations. 

All undergraduates and, as far as possible, all candidates for ad- 
mission to the Conference, and all local preachers who are candidates 
for orders, are required to attend this mid-year meeting, unless excused 
from attendance, for adequate cause, by the chairman of the Board. 

At this meeting, examinations shall be conducted on at least one- 
half of the books and subjects on which examinations are to be con- 
ducted during the year. 

It is expected that special lectures and other literary and religious 
exercises will be provided in connection with the regular work of the 
session, for the enjoyment and profit of all in attendance. 

In place of the mid-year meeting the Board may, at its option, pro- 
vide for mid-year examinations at district meetings. 

(3) The Board of Examiners shall also convene at the seat of the 
Annual Conference, each year, the day before the Conference session 
begins, to review and complete the work of the year, and especially to 
conclude the examination of all candidates in the courses of study re- 
lated to the work of that year. All examinations must be completed 
by the evening of the first day of the Conference session. 
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5. — SYSTEMATIC STUDY. 

It shall be one duty of the Board to endeavor to secure more sys- 
tematic work among the undergraduates in the four-years’ course of 
study — a duty not less important than to provide for more careful exami- 
nations. Therefore, as far as is practicable, the examiners shall give to 
the undergraduates and others suggestions and instruction with reference 
to proper and profitable study of the books and subjects in all the required 
courses. 

6. — QUESTIONS AND EXAMINATIONS. 

As a rule, all examinations shall be in writing. 

All candidates in the same class, who are examined at the same time, 
shall be tested by the same questions. 

A list of not fewer than ten questions shall be prepared on each 
book or subject assigned for examination. 

In the case of all candidates for “admission on trial,” the Board 
is instructed to examine £rst in the “Elementary English Branches,” 
and if the candidate fails to pass in these with reasonable credit, other 
examinations shall be postponed; and he shall be required to bring 
up these studies before he is admitted to examination in others. 

In case of the unavoidable absence from the meetings of the Board 
of any examiner, he shall forward his lists of questions to the chairman, 
who will arrange for supervision of the examinations. 

7. — SYLLABI AND OTHER PAPERS. 

Candidates are required to make syllabi of the books assigned to 
be read, certifying that they prepared them independently, as the result 
of their own reading, not merely following the table of contents. All 
essays, sermons, and syllabi shall be graded, and the grading recorded, 
as in the case of books and subjects to be studied. 

All written work for the year, except such final examinations on 
text-books and subjects, as are reserved for the third meeting of the 
Board, shall be forwarded to the appropriate examiners at least one 
month before the date of the Annual Conference. 

8. — GRADES AND GRADING. 

All grades shall be made on a scale of 100; and the minimum grade, 
upon which a candidate in the regular Conference course, or for ad- 
mission on trial, may be passed, is seventy per cent on each study or 
subject. 

Candidates for local deacons’ or elders’ orders must reach the grade 
of at least sixty per cent. 

Each examiner shall forward to the secretary, as soon as prac- 
ticable after the completion of the examination, the papers, certificates, 
and grades of each candidate; and the secretary shall file the papers, and 
make a permanent record of all grades and credits. 
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On receipt of these certificates of grades and credits from the ex- 
aminer, the secretary shall also promptly notify the candidates in writ- 
ing of the results of their examinations, which notification shall be to 
the candidates an official certificate of their work. 

In case any candidate fails to pass in any study or examination, the sec- 
retary shall notify the chairman of the Board, as well as the candidate. 

9. — APPEALS. 

In case any candidate appeals from the grade markings of any ex- 
aminer, the Board of Examiners shall investigate the matter, and make 
the final decision thereon. 

All examination papers for the preceding year shall be destroyed 
at the close of each session of the Annual Conference; and no appeal 
shall be entertained thereafter. 

IC. — MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS. 

No candidate shall be entitled to advanced classification who .has 
failed to pass in two books or subjects to be studied, or three books to 
be read; or in one to be studied and two to be read; or who is delin- 
quent an equivalent amount in other required work; and no candidate 
shall be entitled to examination in advanced studies until he has brought 
up the work on which he is delinquent. 

II. — FEES. 

To provide for the necessary expense of the Board, an annual fee 
of one dollar shall be required of each candidate for examination. 

The undergraduates of the Conference shall forward this fee to the 
secretary of the Board, annually, within sixty days of the adjournment 
of Conference. On receipt of the money, the secretary shall send the 
candidate a certificate which shall entitle him to all the privileges and 
examinations of the Board for the year. 

Candidates for admission on trial, or for local orders, must also for- 
ward this fee of one dollar before they can be considered eligible for 
examination. 

At the third meeting of the Board a committee shall be appointed 
to audit the financial accounts of the secretary. 

12. — FOR ADMISSION OR ORDERS. 

It shall be the duty of the presiding elders to report to the secretary 
of the Board as early in the year as possible the names of all candidates 
for orders. These will be expected to take their examinations at the 
regular meeting of the Board, and should be put in correspondence 
with the secretary, so as to learn the requirements which apply to them. 

13. — PUBLICATION. 

A copy of this plan, together with the detailed schedule of studies 
and assignments to examiners, shall be printed from year to year in the 
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Conference Minutes; and, if thought necessary, the Board may also pub- 
lish the same in pamphlet form. 

14. — amendments. 

The Board of Examiners shall be a permanent committee on the 
revision and amendment of the plans and methods herein presented; 
but before they become a valid part of the plan, or are used or published 
by the Board, all proposed changes must be accepted by vote of the 
Conference. W. H. Jordan, Chairman. 

ADDENDA. 

I. — SCHEDULE OE CLASSES. 

The chairman shall arrange schedule of classes, and the hours for 
the meeting of each, to be strictly adhered to, at the Annual Conference 
examination. 

2. — SEPARATE BUILDING. 

The Board requests that a room, separate from the Church in which 
the Conference is held, be provided each year, in which to hold exami- 
nations. 

3. — GRADES ,ER0M conferences. 

Acceptance of grades from other Conferences shall, in every instance, 
be optional with the Board. A low grade, as a rule, will not be recog- 
nized. 

4. — RECOGNITION CARD. 

At the opening of the Annual Conference examinations, each candi- 
date shall present to the chairman a certificate from the registrar of 
standing in the mid-year tests; also, of fee paid. This shall entitle him 
to a recognition card, signed by the chairman, to be shown to each 
examiner from w'hom work is desired.

Andrew R. Boggs was born January 7, 1835, near Martinsburg, 
Knox County, Ohio, of parents who were Presbyterian in their religious 
faith. He received an academic education. 

Of his early life, five years were devoted to educational work as 
principal of high schools; and five years he gave to the practice of law% 
four years of which he was prosecuting attorney. 

On the first of November, 1861, he enlisted in Company G, Eighty- 
first Ohio Volunteer Infantry. Later he was appointed Adjutant in the 
National Guards, and served in defense of the city of Washington, D. C., 
during the summer of 1864. Shortly after his conversion he entered 
the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church, w’here he filled promi- 
nent pulpits, both in Michigan and Dakota. In these Conferences he 
served as Presiding Elder and Secretary of the Conference. Of the Da- 
kota Conference he was a charter member. 

He has been prominently identified with our university at Mitchell 
for several years, and by his wise counsel has aided materially in build- 
ing up this institution. 

Brother Boggs has been a strong character in the Christian work 
of South Dakota. 

A wise, brotherly man, true in every relationship of life, he was 
in love with humanity, and expressed that love in beautiful service. 
Through his long illness he was patient and uncomplaining; and wdien, 
on December 6th, the heavenly message, calling him to rew'ard, came, 
it found him gloriously ready. There is no uncertainty about the des- 
tination of this true, great soul. An impressive service was held in the 
Methodist Episcopal church at ]\Iitchell. December 9th, attended by 
many ministers and a large concourse of people who had known and 
loved him.

Rev. Anthony Wilford was born May i6, 1830, in Wayne County, 
Ohio. He was converted and joined the Methodist Church in his early 
manhood; ordained October 16, 1859, by Bishop Janes, — the first man 
ordained in the Minnesota Conference.

Rev. Oliver Hugh Sproul was born in Ontario Province, Canada, 
March 19, 1846, and died at Northville, S. D., September 10, 1899. He 
was converted at the age of twenty-three, and licensed to preach two 
years later. In 1873 he was admitted to Upper Iowa Conference, and 
in the same year married Chloe A. McNair. Of this union five chil- 
dren were born — three sons and two daughters. In 1833 they moved 
to Dakota and settled at Brookings, from which place he went forth 
laboring as a pioneer in the great mission field to the westward. Re- 
turning from Montana, he was appointed to Winthrop, and then to 
Pierre, where he served acceptably four years. Last October he was 
appointed to Aberdeen District by Bishop McCabe. During his Pierre 
pastorate the youngest daughter died; and in February following their 
coming to Aberdeen. Mrs. Sproul died. This was a great blow to Brother 
Sproul; but he bore it with fortitude, testifying to the presence of the 
Divine Comforter. He had expressed a desire “to die in the harness;” 
but no one who saw him the morning of September loth guessed how 
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near was its realization. He had preached with great unction from the 
text, “Art thou he that should come?” and was summarizing, when 
suddenly, seeming overcome by his emotions, he sank upon his knees, 
saying: “The Lord help us! Let us pray!” The pastor at Northville, 
G. C. Giffin, was at his side in a moment, but the prayer was finished 
“face to face.” There was no apparent consciousness of earthly friends; 
and within five minutes the physician said, “He is dead.” Heart disease 
was pronounced to be the cause. Monday morning, the remains were 
brought home to Aberdeen; and Wednesday, at ten A. M., funeral 
services were held in the First Methodist Episcopal Church. The pall- 
bearers were selected from the Official Board of the Church. Many 
ministers were present, six of whom served as honorary pallbearers. 
The writer was in charge. Rev. C. E. Hager, D. D., Presiding Elder, 
of the Mitchell District, offered prayer. Rev. J. S. Akers, D. D., of 
Desmet, read the lessons; and Rev. Thos. H. Youngman, D. D., of 
Brookings, a long-time friend of the family, preached an inspiring, 
comforting sermon. As a husband and father. Brother Sproul was ideal. 
His children have followed in his steps, and are active members of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. His work as Presiding Elder was char- 
acterized by zeal for the Master, loyalty to the Church, and consideration 
for the brethren. His simple piety, his dignified manner, and his earnest 
gospel-preaching commended him to the laity. The district association 
passed suitable resolutions at a called meeting, Wednesday afternoon. 
Of him it may be surely said, “Well done, good and faithful servant;

Resolved, That, as there has been a revival of prosperity, and 
many societies, which could not venture to build a church during the 
hard times, will now be able to do so with aid from the Church Ex- 
tension Society, and thus create greater demands on its treasury; there- 
fore, we recommend that special efifort should be made in regard to the 
Church Extension collection. Also, in view of the fact that all moneys 
paid upon Church debts during the coming year are to be credited to the 
“Twentieth-century Fund.” we earnestly recommend that diligence be 
used to secure special gifts to pay off old debts on churches.

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SUNDAY-SCHOOL UNION AND TRACT SOCIETY.— 

(Report C.) 

Whereas, We recognize in the Sunday-school one of the most potent 
factors in the religious and educational life, and also believe that the 
Sunday-school literature of the Methodist Episcopal Church, published 
by our own Book Concern, is the best for Sunday-school purposes; and 

Whereas. The Tract Society, through tract-distribution and aid to 
the cause of missions, is such a potent factor in the evangelization of the 
world, we recommend: 

1. That all Sunday-schools be urged by the pastors to adopt the Meth- 
odist Book Concern literature. 

2. That the generous offer of the Tract Society — to supply every 
pastor, who makes application, with tracts to the value of one-half of 
the last collection taken in their respective charges — be more generally 
accepted. 

3. That, as the Tract Society needs fifty thousand dollars a year, and 
the Sunday-school Union aids about three thousand five hundred needy 
schools each year, a collection be taken this year in every charge.

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TEMPERANCE REPORT.— (Report F.) 

Our Board of Bishops has wisely declared that the dramshop can 
not be licensed without sin. This being true, Christian people can not 
escape responsibility for the exercise of such power as they possess for 
its speedy overthrow. 

Great as are the losses to property, happiness, and life resulting from 
the beverage liquor-traffic, these are small compared to the damage it 
inflicts in bewildering and stupefying the consciences of enlightened and 
professedly Christian men. 

The traffic has usurped political authority in both this State and 
Nation; and to some extent it dominates the Church. Illustrations of 
this appear in the remarkable disregard of constitutional and sworn 
obligations by many members of our recent Legislature, in the foolish 
and wicked subversion of law by Attorney-General Griggs, and in the 
failure of our President to exercise his authority for the suppression of 
the army canteen, — an institution, by which many thousands of our 
^ soldier boys have been debauched, and hundreds have been destroyed. 

The solution of the liquor problem lies in the hands of the Chris- 
tian people of this country. In all vital reforms, the Church, officered 
by intelligent and consecrated ministers, must lead the way. 

In this Matter the Church Should Seek: 

First. Renewed spiritual apprehension and enforcement upon the 
consciences of men of the standards of righteousness. 

Second. A knowledge and wise appreciation of the facts involved. 
Otherwise humiliation and defeat must follow the efforts we make for 
the solution of the troublesome liquor problem. 

Third. Emancipation from the spirit of partyism, which is the deadly 
foe of all reforms. 

Fourth. All possible unity among the friends of righteousness. Here, 
as elsewhere, immoderate zeal is dangerous, while a captious and divisive 
spirit is sinful. 

Fifth. The careful organizing and wielding of our forces under wise, 
chosen, and consecrated leadership. 

Sixth. Discreet, hopeful, courageous, unfaltering, systematic agitation 
(not irritation) pertaining to this theme. To this end we recommend 
monthly Union Sabbath evening gospel temperance meetings, with pledge- 
signing, wherever possible. 

Seventh. Religious attention to all civic duties. As an important 
help in this we commend the “Voters’ Union” and the “Bureau of 
Information,” recently created by the Anti-saloon League. We should 
not miss or misunderstand the relation of Prohibition to the vote to be 
had under resubmission in 1900, nor the issues at stake in the election of 
Supreme Court Judges, next November. 
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Eighth. All possible co-operation with the Anti-saloon League in 
w'hatever of its plans commend themselves to individual Christian con- 
sciences. Particularly do we praise the generous treatment accorded 
by our Churches to this useful and promising organization.

CENTURY TPIANK-OFFERING.— (Report G.) 

The Special Committee on Century Thank-oflfering reports as follows: 
follows : 

After careful consideration, we conclude that this is the opportune 
time to make provision for the pressing needs of our University at 
Mitchell. We recommend: 

1. That our university be made the special beneficiary of our Twen- 
tieth-century Campaign for the next two years. 

2. That the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars be raised for build- 
ings and equipments; ten thousand dollars of this sum to be raised in 
Mitchell and Davison Counties, and twenty-five thousand dollars in the 
territory of the Conference, except Davison County. 

3. That the twenty|^ve thousand dollars be apportioned to the sev- 
eral districts by the Commission herein provided for. 

4. That a Century Commission be raised, consisting of the President 
of the University, Presiding Elders, one layman and one pastor from 
each district. 

5. That the Commission meet at the earliest possible moment, organ- 
ize, and make provision for a vigorous campaign. It shall also secure a 
suitable man for Corresponding Secretary, who can give all his time to 
the w'ork of the Commission. This Commission to have power to fill 
all vacancies in its own body. 

This Commission shall make all by-laws for its government. 

6. It is further recommended that the Commission appoint a Com- 
mittee for each district, consisting of the Presiding Elder, as Chairman, 
one pastor, and one layman; said Committee to co-operate with the 
Commission in carrying on its work in the district. 

7. That each Presiding Elder, on fir.st round, present this plan to each 
Quarterly Conference for indorsement; and also have a Committee of 
three selected, with pastor as Chairman, which Committee to co-operate 
with the District Committee in securing the results desired on each 
charge. One person from each District Committee, and one from each 
local Committee, shall be named as Corresponding Secretary. 

8. That the Visitor be the special organ of the Commission, which 

shall represent the Conference in the publication and distribution of the 
paper. T. H. Youngman, Chairman.

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SABBATH OBSERVANXE.— (Report H.) 

Believing, as we do, that our civilization rests upon our Christian- 
ity, and that the maintenance and success of the latter depend on the 
consecration of one day in the week for the worship of God and instruc- 
tion from his Word; and believing that Sabbath rest is especially de- 
manded by the excited and nervous condition of our American life; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, I. That, as ministers of the gospel, we will do all in 
our power, by private example and public exposition, to so present 
the eternal sanctions and obligations of the Sabbath, that our Christian 
people may be restrained from all improprieties, and devote themselves 
to holy observances and the religious instruction of their families. 

Resolved, 2. That, without desiring ascetic practices, we will op- 
pose all attempts at Europeanizing our Sabbath by converting it into a 
day for pleasure, entertainment, travel, or sociabilities. 

Resolved, 3. That we will exhort all laborers to observe the day by 
abstinence from unnecessary labor: that we protest against the con- 
scienceless greed of great corporations who compel their workmen to toil 
seven days in the week, without opportunity of rest or worship. 

Resolved, 4. That we will oppose all communistic and socialistic 
efforts to secularize the Sabbath, and remove the legal guarantees and 
restrictions thereof. 

Resolved, 5. That we will do all that we can to maintain existing 
Sabbath laws, and seek to secure the absolute closing of all places for 
the sale of intoxicants. 

Resolved, 6. That we cordially co-operate with all law and order 
associations and societies for the protection of the Sabbath, and will rec- 
ommend their purposes, books, and pamphlets on this subject. 

Resolved, 7. That we are not in favor of opening of gates at 
Sunday camp-meetings and Chautauqiias. and advertising great attrac- 
tions for the holy Sabbath, by which excursions and other forms of 
mere pleasure-seeking are encouraged, and the Sabbath becomes a holi- 
day rather than a holy day. Oliver Willt.wis, Chairman. 

STATE OF THE CHURCH.— (Report I.) 

Standing amid the gathering shadows of the evening of the Nine- 
teenth Century, while the dawn of the Twentieth breaks upon our vision, 
it is every way proper that we should carefully review the past, and 
wisely plan for the future. No age has furnished such grand opportuni- 
ties as the present; and no age has imposed such responsibilities. 

We praise the great Head of the Church for the wonderful success 
of our own beloved Methodism. Only a little over a century and a 
quarter since the first little society was formed in this country; and 
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since that time the work has so enlarged and spread throughout all 
the States and Territories, Canada, and Mexico; also sending its stream 
of healing and light and life into Africa, Asia, Europe, and the islands 
of the sea. While we praise God for the work achieved, and ascribe 
all the glory to him, yet we must not fail to recognize the fact that 
continued success is conditioned upon “walking in the light, as he is 
in the light;” otherwise “the candlestick will be removed out of its 
place.” No Church can live on its past record; it can only hope for suc- 
cess by carefully following on in the lines which led up to its present 
greatness. 

While there are sounds in the air of the decline of the Church, 
the remedy is found in the counsel given to one of the Churches of 
Asia, “Hold fast, and repent.” There are a few things we desire to 
emphasize, which we deem as of vital importance: 

First, we believe the time has fully come when the ministers of 
the gospel, and especially the ministry of our own Church, “should all 
speak the same thing.” While Methodism has much in common with 
all the Churches of Protestantism, yet her great distinguishing doctrine 
is holiness. On this, among Methodist preachers of to-day, there is 
a great diversity of opinion, to the confusion and bewilderment of our 
people. 

We also deprecate the publication by our Book Concern of books 
which are subversive of this glorious doctrine, but indorsed by our 
publishers. 

Some of our thoughtful and well-informed men see in some of our 
institutions of learning cause for alarm, in that the minds of the stu- 
dents are being poisoned with the objections to the inspiration of the 
Scriptures along the line of the higher criticism, sending them out to 
preach their doubts rather than a positive gospel that saves. 

Purity of doctrine and life in our college halls, in our publishing 
houses, in our editorial chairs, among our chief pastors in our pulpits, 
and in our pews, is the only safeguard against the general sweep of this 
corrupt and dangerous age. May the Shckinah of Jehovah’s presence 
abide with the Church! A. Jamieson, Chairman.

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The Northwestern Christian Advocate, with its efficient and clear-cut 
editorship, always right on every moral issue, is an inspiration and 
source of great instructive helpfulness to the Church. 

The Epworth League, also, owes the publishers as great a debt of 
gratitude for the splendid organ furnished it in the Epzvorth Herald. 

We commend our own publications to the Churches of Dakota Con- 
ference. Especially would we urge upon the pastors the necessity of 
making a thorough canvass for our Church papers; and also would urge 
the use of our own Sunday-school supplies, believing them to be in- 
ferior to none published.

Resolved, That we renew and emphasize our recommendations of 
a year ago — that our pastors welcome to their charges the duly-ap- 
pointed agents of the Hosiptal wherever possible, and in every case to 
take a collection for the work. We also commend Asbury Hospital to 
all persons who are in need of surgical or medical treatment.

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REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE VISITOR TO GARRETT 
BIBLICAL INSTITUTE.— (Report M.) 

As Conference Visitor to the Garrett Biblical Institute, I submit 
the following report: 

The school is in a very prosperous condition, and thorough work 
is being done in the class-rooms. Another very satisfactory feature was 
the testimony of those completing the course of study, that their spiritual 
life has been deepened, and their faith in the doctrines of Christianity 
built up, by the instruction received. 

The Institute is collecting a rare and valuable library of historical 
works of Methodism. In this library are a large number of the books 
of the Wesleys and other early Methodist writers. The librarian will 
be pleased to correspond with any one who has or knows where other 
additions to the library may be secured. 

The Twentieth-century Fund was discussed, with the result that 
an attempt will be made to raise fifty thousand dollars to endow a Chair 
of Sociology, to be known as the “Ridgaway Professorship of Social 
Ethics.” 

The trustees have arranged to pay the railroad fare at half rates, 
both ways, of duly-elected Conference Visitors. They also request 
patronizing Conferences to elect yearly two Visitors in such a manner 
that each Visitor will be able to serve two years successively. 

We heartily commend this school of the prophets to all our young 
brethren of the ministry.

STATE OF THE NATION.— (Report N.)

3. That we condemn any treaty with any sultan t>r tribal chief in 
the Philippines, by which this Government shall be made the protector 
and be made responsible for this infamy. 

4. That we urge our pastors to see that petitions be sent from their 
charges to our senators and representatives in Congress to secure 
this end. 

5. That our representatives in Congress from South Dakota are 
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hereby urged to vote against the seating, or for the expulsion, as the case 
may require, of Brigham H. Roberts, Congressman-elect from Utah. 

6 . That we take pleasure in the growing sentiment in our own 
land, and throughout the world, in favor of international arbitration of 
all differences arising between the nations of the earth; and pray God 
to hasten the day when nation shall not lift up the sword against nation; 
neither shall they learn war any more.

EDUCATION.— (Report R.) 

Your Committee, upon due investigation, finds that our university 
at Mitchell has had the most prosperous year in its history. The enroll- 
ment reached 328, an increase of 62 over the former year. A most en- 
couraging feature is that forty different counties were represented in the 
attendance, showing how fully the institution is reaching all parts of the 
Conference. We are again grateful to report that the management has 
been enabled to meet all current expenses. While so many schools of our 
own Church and of other Churches are failing to meet current expenses, 
we should congratulate ourselves that our school is so carefully and 
economically managed as to have no deficit. Owing to the fact that ex- 
penses are necessarily increasing as the teaching force is multiplied and 
additional equipment secured, it becomes imperative to increase the sup- 
plemental fund from the Conference. Let every charge bring the full 
apportionment, at least for the coming year. 

The present year opened with good promise of a fair increase over 
last year. The grade of students is improving; more have entered for the 
Senior Preparatory and Freshman classes than usual. The rank among 
the colleges of the State is most favorable. For the third time in suc- 
cession the first honors in oratorical contest have been awarded our 
college, securing the silver cup as a permanent trophy. 

The problem of a new building is still unsolved. The demand must 
be met. We must rise and build, or the receding tide will leave us 
stranded, and not only loss of time will be incurred, but a desperate 
struggle will be needed to overcome the inertia, and regain our wonted 
rate of progress. This is the time to strike for such increased facilities 
as the exigencies of the case demand. New dormitories, society halls, 
Christian Association rooms, library and reading rooms must be pro- 
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vided. Let us take this institution on our hearts as never before, and go 
to our people with a determination to enlist them more* fully than ever. 
We must turn our young people to this school. We pledge hearty co- 
operation with such plans as may be adopted for the Century Movement 
in the interest of this institution.

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BY-LAWS. 

All By-laws and amendments thereof, governing the Board of Trustees, 
and the actions of any and all officers of the Board of Trustees shall be 
enacted by the members at an annual meeting, and recorded in a book 
called the Book of By-laws, and attested by a majority of the Trustees and 
the Secretary of the Board of Trustees; and no by-law nor amendment 
shall take effect until such by-law or such amendment shall be so recorded 
and attested. 

It shall require the vote of two-thirds of the members to enact or 
amend a by-law. 

After the annual election of Trustees, and before leaving the seat of 
Conference, they shall organize by electing from their number a President, 
a Vice-President, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, and appoint such Com- 
mittees as shall be necessary to carry out the designs of this corporation. 

The President shall preside at all meetings of the Board, shall decide 
all questions of law involved in proceedings pending, subject to an appeal 
to the annual meeting of the members. He shall, with the Secretary, sign 
all drafts upon the treasury, and all contracts, deeds, and mortgages. 

In the absence of the President the Vice-President shall perform the 
duties of the President. 

The Secretary shall keep a correct record of all the proceedings of 
every meeting of the Board, and shall record them in a proper book. He 
shall be the custodian of the Book of By-laws, and shall make all necessary 
records therein. He shall be the custodian of all the contracts, mortgages, 
deeds, etc., of the Society. He shall send out notices for meetings; with 
the President, sign all drafts on the treasury, and perform all the duties 
usual to the office of a Corresponding Secretary. 

The Treasurer shall keep all moneys belonging to the Conference, and 
pay them out only upon the order of the President and Secretary, subject 
always to the authority of the Board of Trustees. 

The Board of Trustees, through the Secretary and Treasurer, shall 
make a report annually to the Conference of all its doings, and the condi- 
tion of the funds, assets, and liabilities, and said reports, with the books of 
account of each officer, shall be submitted to an Auditing Committee of 
one from each district, appointed by the Conference at its annual session. 

INCOME. 

The income of the Society shall be : 

I. One per cent of the salaries of the members, payable at each annual 
session of the Conference as shown by the Minutes. 
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2. An annual collection on each charge equaling two per cent of the 
pastor’s salary for the current year as shown by the Minutes. 

3. The sums appropriated to the Conference from the profits of the 
Book Concern. 

4. The sums appropriated from the Chartered Fund. 

5. Bequests, legacies, gifts, and interest arising from investments. 

EXPENDITURES. 

The funds of this corporation shall be used only as provided in the 
Discipline for the government of the Board of Conference Stewards, and 
such absolute and necessary expenses of the Board of Trustees as may be 
incurred in the administration of these funds; 

Provided, That a sum equal to that proportion of the required one per 
cent he has failed to pay, and of the two per cent he has failed to collect, 
shall be deducted from a claimant’s annual claims. 

PERMANENT FUND. 

An effort shall be made to create a fund not to exceed fifty thousand 
dollars (|5o,oob), the interest of which shall be used for the support of the 
Conference claimants. 

At no time shall any of the principal or of the moneys now on hand or 
that shall be given for the establishment of a permanent fund be used to 
pay the current claims. 

At least one-sixth of the amount received annually from pastors’ sala- 
ries, all moneys remaining any one year after payment of current claims, 
and all bequests, legacies, and gifts shall be invested as a permanent fund. 

No investment shall be made without the concurrent consent of the 
Committee on Investments, consisting of the President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer. 

All investments shall be secured by first mortgage on real estate, val- 
ued at not less than twice the value of the loan. 

Four Trustees shall have authority to call a meeting of the Board of 
Trustees, which meeting shall have authority to transact any business.
